(Strike Will Be Settled Before 
Siext Monday—ThesMid- 
land Strike. 


LOUIS WfllF \ 


CHICAGO, XU., April 25.—Every indi- 
cation now points to a speedy termina- 
tion of the carpenter's strike. It has 
been authoritatively announced 
that 
every detail of the settlement has been 
arranged, and several of the most con- 
servative of the bosses—members of the 
new association—and journeymen, have 
even stated, with assurance, that there 
would be a resumption of business not 
later than Monday. 


The arbitration committees of thé 
bosses and strikers held another confer- 
ence yesterday afternoon, which was 
more fruitful of results than any former 
meeting. The conclusions arrived at 
were not given out, a pledge being 
given and exacted by the journeymen 
that the matter be kept secret. Two 
official documents, however, were pre- 
sented by the respective bodies to each 
other, which may clearly be taken as 
the forerunners of iinal settlement. 


Thomas Gilmore, a non union carpen- 
ter, while on his way to do some repair- 
ing on a house at Forty-third and Calu- 
met avenue, this morning, was set upon 
by a half 
dozen union carpenters, 
knocked down, kicked and beaten into 
insensibility. 
When 
found he was 
bleeding from several bad wounds on 
the head. T^e police are after his 
assailants. 


LEBANON, Ind., April 25.—All the 
trainmen qp the Indiana Midland rail- 
way, who went out on a strike the first 
of April and returned to work on condi- 
tion that the wages due them since last 
December be paid within thirty days, 
lave .received their money. 
Nothing 
was paid the switchmen and they all 
went out yesterday, refusing to return 
unless the company settled. 


BOSTON, April 25.—The Free Stone 
Contractors' association of New Eng- 
and in an endeavor to win by strategy 
what it has been unable to gain by the 
ockout, has decided to undertake the 
'ormation of a new journeymen ^ree 
stonecutters' union under a constitution 
which provides for the settlement of all 
disputes by the form of arbitration, ad- 
vocated by Secretary Hayward, of the 
; Master Builders'association. 
The con- 
tractors also insist that the new union 
shall admit all applicants, if they be 
competent workmen, to full member- 
ship. 
The free stonecutters laugh at 
the action of the former employes in 
attempting to organize this new union 
and say the men who would join it 
would be declared "scabs'' and could 
not obtain work in any other city in this 
country. 


CHEÏENNE, Wyo., April 25.—At nine 
o'clock last night the managers of the 
Union Pacific conceded the increase of 
lien dollars in wages for the employes 
of the eastern division of the road but 
cannot agree as to the mountain divis- 
ion.

WHERE'S BOLYARD ? 


Sentence is Passed, the Befiendant 
Cannot be Found and the Bond 
is Forfeited—Court News. 


The cases of the state vs. James Bol- 
yard and Marion Mentzer, in the circuit 
court, have excited no small degree of 
interest. The defendants were chained 
with stealing hides from Matthias Funk, 
of Monroeville, and after being arraign- 
ed together for trial, the jury disagree. 


It was then decided to try the men 
separately. 
Bolyard was arraigned 
first, his trial beginning last Monday. 
Both defendants have been at liberty on 
bonds. 


The arguments in the case of the 
state vs. James Bolyard were closed 
yesterday afternoon. The jury was out 
all night and at 9:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing returned a verdict as follows: 


"We fii\d the defendant guilty of 
petit larceny and fix the penally at one 
year in the penitentiary." 


There was a sensation in court when 
it was discovered that Bolyard was not 
present to hear judgment passed upon 
him. 


A search for Bolyard, who was re- 
leased upon a bond of $300, with John 
Tillman and John M. Stevenson, of 
Monroeville, as surety, failed to locate 
the man, and his bond was declared 
forfeited. A 
warrant 
was at once 
placed in the hands of the sheriff for 
his arrest. 


This determination of Bolyard to get 
out of the way disappoints the many 
friends who stood by him and they are 
of the opinion that he will deliver him- 
self up within twenty-four hours. 


He was defended ably by Judge S. M. 
Hench and C. Holder, and through the 
former's argument JAe sentence was no 
doubt made as light as circumstances 
would permit. Both 
Bolyard and 
Mentzer are well known residents o^ 
Monroeville. 


The sheriff, up to two o'clock this 
afternoon had not heard from the miss- 
ing man, who was last seen on Columbia 
street about nine o'clock.
